SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

A substantial part of the dominant effect of the video slick is the explicit display of a 
range of sexual activity, with a strong focus on nudity and genitals. This display has a 
degrading and dehumanising tone. These images occur in a video slick which is 
intended to advertise the nature of a video recording, as well as to titillate in its own 
right. A written submission from the importer states that the associated video 
recording is intended for sale in adult shops. Similar intentions can be inferred for the 
video slick, although it is not mentioned directly in the importer’s submission. 

Given the matters discussed above, the Classification Office is of the opinion that the 
general availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
Consequently the video slick is classified as objectionable. 
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
